SRD Budget 


Important and much-needed 
roads improvement projects have 
been put in the 1954 budget by the 
State Road Department, according 
to County Commissioner Pau! 
Rardin who received a copy of the 
budget Wednesday. Heading the 
list is the rebuilding of Conner's 
Highway between Canal Pojnt and 
Twenty Mile Bend. Bids will be 
sought by the SRD within the next 
month or two on the first section— 
12 miles—from Canal Point. east. 
The second seétion is scheduled to 
cofne up in August after the Flood 

ontrol District gets the first pump 
into operation at Twenty Mile 
Bend. 

Second important job on the '54 
schedule is a retread on State 
Road 15 between Belle Glade and 
Canal Point. This is the present 
highway used by hundreds of cars 
daily between the two towns.
